Naples, July 19. 

N Saturday laft the new Caftle of this City, in 
-which were 6ee Spaniards, and great Stores 
of Ammunition and Provifions, furrendred 
to the Imperialifts by Capitulation, and the 
Garrifon march’d out on honourable Conditions. But 
the Garrifons of the Caftles call’d the Egg and St. El- 
mo, not being in a Condition to make a vigorous De- 
fence, yielded themfelves Prifoners of War; as have 
alfo the Horfe that were in our Neighbourhoud com. 
manded by the Prince of Caftiglione. The Officers 
however have leave to go about on their Parole. Count 
Martinitz has fent 2000 Horfe into the Abruzzo; and 
3000 towards Gaeta, to hinder the Excurfions of the 
Garrifon of that Place, which begins to want Pro- 
vifions. The Caftles of Baie have furrendred to the 
Imperialifts ; and it does not appear there will be any 
Difficulty in reducing the reft of the Kingdom. 
Count Martinitz, our new Viceroy, has publifh’d an 
Edi&, importing, that by Virtue of the Power given 
him to govern and receive Oaths of Fidelity, till the 
Emprefs Dowager comes to take Poffeffion of the Re- 
gency of the Kingdom, he commands all Orders of 
Perfons to take the Oaths to him accordingly, allowing 
for that purpofe the Term of 3 Days to thofe in this 
City, 15 Days tothofe in the hither Part of the King- 
dom and at Rome, 3 Months to thofe in the moft di- 
fant Provinces, and 6 Months to thofe that are in 
Spain; with Liberty to thofe of the Nobility who 
cannot appear in Perfon, to empower other Nobles to 
do Homage in their Names. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Aug. 13. 
Vienna, July 13. We have receiv’d Advice from 
Naples, that that Kingdom has offer'd to keep in 
Service and pay 30000 Men, half of them to be 
employ'’d in reducing Gaeta, and the other half 
to be tranfported to Spain : That Gaeta is invefted : 
That Count Martinitz is in great Eiteem with the 
Neapolitans: And that when he made his Entry 
into Naples, he caus’d 14000 Florins to be thrown 
among the Populace.
